"NO DISEASES 
HARMING CROP 
REPORT SAYS 


WINNIPEG, July 21.—The almost 
complete absence of plant disease 
damage to the western grain crop is 
an outstanding feature of the fourth 
|} general crop report published by the 
Manitoba Free Press today 

Some correspondents, says the re- 
port, tell of the presence of rust, but 
they were so few out of the 322 re- 
porting, that the replies ‘were not 
tabulated. 

An official statement from the Do- 
minion Rust Research Latgatory at 
Winnipeg states that stem rust is 
| actually present in some districts in 
Manitoba only. and that the weather 
in the next two or three weeks will 
govern its spread and that crops are 
more advanced and rust decidedly 
less in evidence than at this time @ 
year ago. 

With all crops making steady pro- 
Gress, warm, bright weather is needed 
to bring the crop to maturity. Gen- 
erally sperking, Manitoba crops are 
ten days to two wecks ahead of the 
other two provinces—Saskatchewan 
and Alberta—with practically’ al! 
wheat in hegd, and oats and barley 
heading. Alberta and Saskatchewan 
show 80 per cent., or better, of wheat 
headed, with oats and barley minking 
rapid progress. 

Hail damage, continues the report, 
has been negligible in Manitoba, not 
at all serious in Alberta, but in south, 
central and south-western Saskatghe- 
wan, much damage has been done. 
Individual losses will be h, but the 
aggregate small in propo: to the 
total acreage. No loss is reported 
from by & other source except slight 
root rot low wet places.

Mechanical ingen- 
uity then entered into the case, pro- 
viding an artificial cap made of 
bakelite over which Ellis wears a 
wig.

Rejection of Prayer Book 
Is Of Unusual Interest 


The rejection of the Prayer Book 
by the House of Commons is an event 
in church history of great interest.

where An examination of opinions 
expressed, by those who attack, de- 
fend or simply criticize, shows that 2 
critical hour has been struck in the 
life of the noble and venerable tnstitu- 
tion. the Church of England. The 
Archbishops of Canterbury arid York, 
in anticipation of resentment within 
tne cnuren, immediately issued a state- 
ment warning against rash or irregu- 
ler action. The Primate had an audi- 
ence for half an hour with His Majes- 
ty the King and summoned a confer- 
ence of bishops at Lambeth Palace 
The leading Free Church paper re- 
fuses to jubilate as if a victory had 
been wen. On the contrary, the editor 
Dr. John Hutton of London, says: “We 
are far from. rejoicing as though 
something had been secured on which 
we might rest or relax ourselves. We 
are rather in the mood of men whc 
see without any illusion the magnitude 
of some task laid upon them.” His 
reference is to the revival of Refor- 
mation princip’es which the Free 
Churches should take advantage of 
The drift of feeling among Anglo- 
Catholics can be seen in the heading 
of a leading article in the Church 
Times, “The Bishops’ Blunders.”

Roman Catholic Churches 
Are Now Being Rebuilt 


The Roman Catholic churches in 
war-torn France are being rebuilt.

T will be observed that nothing has 

been said on the question of com- 

Pulsory military service which, 
with the advent of 1916, became at iast 
@ fiving issue. J do not propose to 
discuss the history of the question in 
detail. The advocates of compulsion 
have been shown definitely by 
logic of fact to be right und tts oppo- 
nents wrong. Ne one believes to-day 
that we could have won the war on a 
voluntary basis But nearly all the 
Politicians held such transient views 
on the advisability of applying com- 
pulsion at any given moment that 
they could adduce evidence to show 
that they were in favor of ix at one 
time or another, 

Three outstanding facts may be 
noted. (1) The Tories declared them- 
selves theoretically for compulsion be- 
fore they joined the first coalition 
ministry in May, 1915, but did little 
to effect it in office. (2) Mr. Lioyd 
George, a radical, was from start to 
finish the leader of the compulsionist 
movement. (3) Everybody up to the 
summer of 1915 tended to rely on Lord 
Kitchener to give a sign—and Lord 
Kitchener seemed to be waiting on the 
prime minister to tell him whether to 
give a sigu or not. So nothing hap- 
pened. 

The Derby scheme was the test. As 
soon as its failure was manifest to the 
country, the Military Service Act was 
passed and accepted by public opin- 
jon. 

Otherwise the internal 
1916 were, from the public point of 
view, singularly devoid of interest. 


In France there was the lull which 
marked the preparation for the Somme 
offensive. The first great event was 
the tragic death of Lord Kitehener in 
dune, 1916. The war office thus be- 
came vacant without any of the dis- 
abilities which had so far clung to the 
succession. The struggle over the 
vacancy is of great importance he- 
cause it led directly to events of a far 
more serious character. The question 
at issue was simply this: Was the new 
War secretary to be one of the strong- 
est men in the government or was he 
to be a minister of the second magni- 
tude in the political constellation? 
There were two people who for vary- 
ing reasons held very much the same 
view on this matter—one was General 
Robertson, the other was the prime 
minister; both were against a really 
powerful war minister. 


Struggle For War Office 

IELD MARSHAL ROBERTSON’S

The big glacier at Mt. Robson sometimes drains 
to the Fraser river entirely, sometimes wholly 
to the Mackenzie river, and sometimes to both 
at once—one of the questions involved here was 
whether Mt Robson was altogether a@ B. C, 
mountain. 

Near Crowsnest Pass is a lake nestled between 
the twin summits of a pass and it has no visible 
outlet. This might well tax the wisdom of a Solon 
—as a matter of fact, the boundary commis 
sioners submitted it to arbitration. 

Fortress Pass presented a curious problem 
in drainage. Fortress Lake, which is about seven 
miles long, drains to the Pacific ocean by way 
of the Columbia river, but the lake lies nine feet 
below the level of the Chaba river which passes 
at a distance of a few hundred yards, the ground 
actually sloping from the river bank to the lake 
shore end there being a steady seepage at high 
water down to the lake. Chaba river is a tribu- 
tary of the Athabaska, fiowing to the Arctic 
ocean. 

Finding nature tn euch a jocular mood, the 
commissioners could not find it in their hearts to 
be contentious, even had they been temperament 
ally inclined that way, and they drew a few arbi- 
trary straight lines on the map. 

Aeroplanes played only @ minor part in the 
inter-provincial boundary survey, and their use 
at ‘all times involved considerable risk, there 
being scant hope of escaping disaster in a forced 
landing; moreover, the machines did not have 
sufficient “ceiling” to clear high peaks when 
caught in the clouds. In such a likely event 
as a sudden clouding of the peaks there was 
rea! danger of colliding with a mountain, This 
nearly did occur when Mr. Wheeler was making 
a reconnaissance flight with Capt. J, H. Tudhepe 
into the little known region north of Mt. Rob- 
6on. 

The machine emerged from the clouds into 
a cul-de-sac of grim precipice and there was 
barely time to dive headlong out of it. Bearings 
had been more cr leas Jost, there was not enough

Aviator Hit By Lightning +4 


O N a subsequent flight alone Capt. Tudhope 
had the terrifying experience of being 
struck by lightning, but fortunately recovered 
consciousness just in time to right his machine 
with an effort within 300 feet of the ground 
after having fallen over 4,000 feet. It is bis 
opinion that many otherwise unaccountable air 
fatalities have been due to this cause, but he 
krows of only one other instance in which the 
pilot was lucky enough to regain consciousness 
in time to save his life. 

Evidence exists that about 700 and also 1,000 
vears ago two terrific earthquakes #hook the 
Rocky Mountains, hurling down immense piles 
of rocks from precipices facing easterly, which 
indicates that the disturbances came from a west 
erly direction. Differences in treegrowth upon 
these great rock deposits form the basis for cak 
culations of the approximate time that has 
elapsed since the cataclysms. 

The men who have carried out the boundary 
survey are the stuff of which mountaineers ure 
made; intimately connected with the Alpine Club 
of Canada are such names as Wheeler, Cautiey, 
Lambert, Campbell, Bridgman, McCaw and Mo 
Artbur. 

The cameras used for survey work are very 
aceurate pieces of mechanism, and record on the 
photograph certain points from which vertical 
and horizontal angles may be calculated for plot- 
ting on the map the elevation and position of 
all physical features visible from two or more 
camera stations. Utilizing this information is 
quite a technical process, but has been speeded 
up by the invention of several ingenious instru- 
ments, This work is not done in the field, of 
course, but a darkroom in the form of a tent is 
an essential part of the outfit of the survey, 
party, The plates are developed immediately, 
eo at the end of the season the party returns 
with full knowledge of the photographic data 
secured. It is recognized that Canada leads the 
world in phototopographical survey methods. 

The continental watershed in Canada hes 
now been surveyed as far north as the 120th 
meridian, along which the interprovincial boun- 
dary runs to the 60th parallel, the southern boun- 
dary of Yukon Territory. Beyond the Peace 
river district it hap not yet been thought neces-

SCHEME of the fox, well known to 


students of natural history, is the weird 


antics this little hunter emp'oys to at- 


tract ducks and other curious wildfowl within 
its reach, 

A fox will roll and tumble out of the under- 
brush into full view of a flock of ducks paddling 
well out from shore and will continue to roll 
and dance and writhe about the ground in the 
most curious fashion until the silly ducks, nearly 
crazy with curiosity, swim in towards shore and 
even come right onto the beach as the fox 
retreats further and further back. Then with a 
rush, he charges. 

In Yarmouth county, Nova Scotia, it has been 
known to sportsmen for years past that the In- 
dians in that part of the world had dogs that 
either were trained in this foxy trick or had it 
as part of their instinct. 

Mr, L. D. Hatfield of Toronto, formerly of 
Yarmouth, as a sportsman and dog fancier, has 
for six years been buying these dogs from the 
Indians and working out, from the scientific 
dog-breeding angie, one of the newest and cer- 
tainly one of the most interesting experiments 
in the sporting world. 

He has got, after six years of breeding, a dog 
that shows definite reversion to a species not 
hitherto known. And it has unmistakably, as a 
part of its instinctive nature, the fox's gift of 
tolling wild ducke. 

For several yeare these “tolling dogs of Little 
River” have been known to sportsmen in Nova 
Scotia. For twenty years past, local shooters 
have bought them from the Indians for the ex- 
press purpose of tolling in the wildfowl. But 
Mr. Hatfield is the first to set about the study 
and breeding of them in search of a type. 

“They are about the size of an Irish terrier, 
@ little smaller than the average Airedale,” said 
Mr. Hatfield. “They are bright yellow in color, 
with white points, and their tail is slightly 
brushy. They have something of the general 

build and appointments of a pointer, yet there 
appears to be a trace of collie in their coat. In 
an offhand way, we have assumed, in the past, 
that the dog was merely one of the numerous 
mixtures of dog that the Indian seeme to achieve. 


“But when we got working on the subject, 
starting to select from far different parts of the 
country and from different Indian families, we 
discovered a remarkable fact that the best tolil- 
ing dogs all had certain main features. The color, 
for one thing, the size and characteristic shape 
and disposition, which is a highly nervous one. 
We even thought there might be some cross with 
the fox, though that is impossible. 


Does Wild Dervish Dance 


6s A‘ NYWAY,” said Mr. Hatfield, “this striking 

resemblance amongst the best tolling dogs 
from many different points inspired us with the 
idea ef breeding them, And the results have 
been as we might have hoped. We are working 
out a distinct breed. 

“And they are all tolling dogs.” 

Mr. Hatfield explains how the dogs work. The 
duck hunter places his blind or hide some thirty 
to sixty yarde from the shore. When the dog 
is to start to toll, 4 small etick or plaything is 
thrown out in front of the blind as a signa! for 
the dog to start. 

The dog leaps out and commences the most 
extraordinary antics. Not for one second does 
he keep still enough for the duck, ovt in the bay 
or mareh, to see what the animal is, If acts 
like @ thing possessed. It whirls and somersau!ts, 
leaps and dances, a wild dervish dance, minute 
after minute. That it knows the ducks are out 
in the water and that it is the ducks it has to 
attract is without any question whatever. But 
not the slightest attention te the ducks does the 
dog pay. If the ducks are slow in coming in to 
get a closer leok at the curiosity, the deg never 
quits. 

In come the ducks. The dog back# up closer 
and closer to the blind in its whirling and pley 
ing. Not until the shooter's gun goes off and 
the rising ducks are downed does the dog desist. 
And then it desists like chain lightning. At the 
first crack of the gun, the dog is racing for the 
shore, It is a wonderful retriever. It knows the 
ducks are there before the shot is fired, and it 
knowe where the ducks fa!!. 

“It is the most extraordinary exhibition a 
man ever saw” says Mr, Hetficld. “mM 


minute this crazy dancing and whirling, with 
the ducks slowly coming inshore, quacking and 
clucking with anxiety and curiosity. The dog 
seems tireless. It knows, despite that whirling, 
when the ducks are coming close, for it grows 
crazier and wilder in its dancing. And it is the 
proudest creature in the world when it brings 
the ducks into the blind.” 

“Are the dogs trained in any way?” 

“Yes. As pups, the Indians say to train them 
to bring in the game without mauling it And 
we have followed this in our breeding. But the 
desire to play is instinctive. You can take a 
pup away from its fellows and never let it see 
them playing and it will bring you a stick to 


ee 


play with the minute you come near it 

“The best proof of the instinctive foxiness of 
the tollinzy dog is this; when veu take the dog 
to the blind for the first time and toss the stick 
out for it 10 start playing, it catches on ut once, 
even though it has never hunted ducks before. 
Perhaps you have to throw the stick a few times 
until it does catch on Then all of a sudden, 
it becomes aware of the ducks and away it goes 
From that moment on, you nave a full-out tolling 
dog.
